Each committee member was 
suggested by one of the more 
than 20 state-wide^ organizations 
represented in the Kentucky 
Rural Health Council, which is 
promoting attendance at the coo - 
ference by rural Kentuckians in 
all walks of life. 

The committee will have res¬ 
ponsibility for insuring adequate 
representation from Morgan Co¬ 
unty at the conference when it 
is held March 7-9 at the Brown 
Hotel, Louisville. 

The conference is sponsored by 
the American Medical Association 
Council on Rural Health in coop¬ 
eration with leaders from the 
American Farm Buneau Fede¬ 
ration, the agriculture extension 
service, the National Grange, 
farm editors and others. 

Julian R. Gabbard emphasized, 
in announcing the committee 
membership, that the conference 
will be aimed at laymen in the 
health field. While many physi¬ 
cians. dentists, veterinarians and 
other professional persons will a\- 
tend, the conference is designed 
primarily for the farmer, horn • 
maker, the parent and others who 
in the ordinary lives have prime 
responsibility for their own and 
community health. 


The Morgan County Agricul¬ 
tural Stabi'ization and Conservat¬ 
ion Committee has scheduled five 
meetings over the county to ex¬ 
plain the soil bank and conservat¬ 
ion reserve programs to farmers, 
J. F. Ferguson, new chairman of 
the committee, anounced this 
week. 

The county has $55,000 avail¬ 
able for tobacco acreage reserve 
payments in 1957 and $66,000 
for conservation service and the 
committee a mild like for farmers 
to come in and learn all about 
the programs, Mr Ferguson said.

Aim Is To Improve 
County’s Economic 
Levels of Living 


The Morgan County Rural De r- 
eiopinent Committe meeting 
Tuesday to decide how best to 
activate the development progr i < 
throughout the county, voted to 
create a countywide committee 
that will include representatives 
from all sections of the county and 
from all agencies in the county. 

The executive committee of „ie 
Rural Development Program was 
asked to meet soon and set u» 
such a committee. The plan is to 
get representatives from all agen¬ 
cies. sections and groups in t*i 3 
county, and to have this county¬ 
wide group offer suggestions ar.d 
also interest the group or section 
they represent in Rural Develop¬ 
ment. 

Rev. James Norsworthy, chair • 
man of the Rural Development 
County Committee, presided at 
the meeting, held in the Methodist 
church. Rev. J. R. Nevius spoke 
the invocation. Twenty-one mem¬ 
bers and interested persons at¬ 
tended. 

They heard Mike Duff, State 
Extension Service coordinator of 
special programs, describe the 
plan for Rural Development. 

Morgan is one of 12 counties 
in the Northeastern Rural Dev¬ 
elopment area, and Elliott is the 
pilot county In the area. Two 
other such areas have been set 
up in Kentucky to take advantage 
of a rural development act pas¬ 
sed by Congress last year, des¬ 
igned to aid low income sections 
in increasing the standard of liv¬ 
ing in their sections. No direct 
financial aid is given by federal 
or state agencies ijjjt all federal 
and state agencies are asked to 
provide aditional personnel tc as¬ 
sist lcw-income areas in building 
programs designed to increase 
the economic welfare of people. 

Supt. Curt L. Davis of Elliott 
countv is chairman of the North¬ 
eastern Rural Development Cor 
mittee. Each of the 12 counties 
in the area has set up county 
committees, and a comprehensive 
plan to increase living standards 
in the area has been drafted along 
four general lines—agricultunl, 
industrial, educational and so-- 
iological. 

The Northeastern area has 
made most progress of the three 
in Kentucky and Elliott, the pilot 
county, has apparently made 
most -'’-ogress in the Northeaster! 
area. 

The Morgan Rural Developme.it 
Committee has drafted suggest A 
goals for the county and these 
have been approved and incor¬ 
porated in the area goals. 

The local committee at Tues¬ 
day’s meeting decided that in ad¬ 
dition to establishing a county¬ 
wide committee, officials and 
members of the executive com¬ 
mittee should visit all meetings of 
organizations and interest them 
in the program to increase livin- 
ing standards and family income. 

Ellis Boees, former county 
agent in Floyd who has recently 
been named area agent in rural 
development to work in the 12 
counties of Northeastern Ken¬ 
tucky. was introduced and spoke 
briefly.

Grow the Same Type of Burley Again 
Massie Telia Morgan Farmers Here 


should only be added in the fall) 
in small amounts he said. 

Massie said that Burley tobacco 
is in a very favorable position in 
competition with flue cured tob¬ 
acco, an dthat present demands 
practices and weather conditions 
had brought farmers the high _-st 
average prices in history and that 
such a situation does not call or 
a change in production practices. 

He said that one- heavy red 
crop could wipe out the advantage 
that the Burley grower has on 
the market today. He pointed 
out that the good grades also sold 
well ana went to the buyers at 
an excellent price and that favo - 
able price supports still existed 
on the good grades. 


"Use the same practices in pro¬ 
ducing Burley Tobacco which 
you have used during the years 
1955 and 1956," Ira Massie told 
Morgan County tobacco farmers 
in a meeting in West Liberty 
Tuesday Massie is a tobacco 
specialist from the Agricultu al 
Experiment Station. 

He told farmers that in a meet¬ 
ing with heads of cigarette com¬ 
panies he was told that the 1956 
crop was a "smoker" crop from 
“to” to bottom” at the plant. He 
stated that moisture conditions for 
the 1955 and 1956 crops was ideal 
over the entire burley belt, and 
that a large percentage of this 
year's crop went to the buyeis 
instead of the bu-ley pool and 
that the pool had on hand only 
300 million pounds instead of 
the 700 to 800 millon pounds two 
years ago. 

Massie urged farmers that in 
order to produce a high yield of 
tobacco it was necessary to 
duce tobacco on the same field 
year after year. He urged Morgan 
county farmers to begin now to 
build up two or three fields on 
the farm for possible tobacco 
fields. Many farmers in the state 
last year had Manfianese Toxi¬ 
city and Nematodes to affect tob¬ 
acco that was grown in fields 
year aftpr yhar, and that Fescue 
or Red Clover joA was the ideal 
rotation for tobacco. These fields 
could be used in a two to three 
year rotation for tobacco. Wh 
the same filed is cultivated fo 
any crop year after year the 
physical structure of the soil is 
broken down. He gave as an ex¬ 
ample a field on the Experiment 
Station farm which had been 
cultivated in tobacco every year 
for 52 years. Although this field 
had been in a cover crop fol¬ 
lowing tobacco each year the 
physical structure of the soil was 
poor and that both yield and 
quality of tobacco did not com¬ 
pare favorably to that produced 
on a crop rotation basis. 

He ureed farmers to find out 
about the lime content of fields 
which had been in tobacco and 
that the PH should not be below 
5.2. This can only be determined 
by a chemical soil test. Lime

Among the many men and 
women of Morgan county who 
have gone forth into the world 
and made noble records and 
achievements, perhaps none in 
recent years have gone ahead of 
A M. "Tony" Easterling. He was 
bom in the Jjome where Wyck 
Cottle now lives at Cottle post 
office. His father was Holt East¬ 
erling who moved to Kearney, 
Nebraska in 1904 and took his 
family. He lived in Kansas for 
30 years and accumulated a good 
deal of property. He then sold 
out and went to Oregon. Tony 
Easterling became an Associated 
Press correspondent and spient 
many years going into countries 
where there were wars, disaster, 
revolutions and things to write 
about. He spient 12 years as a 
war correspondent and writer in 
Europie, in South America, Ar¬ 
gentina, Russia. England and all 
over the world. 

He married a German girl in 
Buenos Aires, lived in New York 
five years. He covered the news 
on a hundred fighting fronts— 
in Europe, South America and 
on battlefields where he saw piles 
of dead men and came out alive 
from many tight spots. 

Some years ago Herbert Ham¬ 
mond received a letter from which 
read a saga. His father was a 
brother to Herbert's mother. 

His father had a brother named 
Morgan Easterling who was dep¬ 
uty e'erk in Morgan county. Cus¬ 
ter who lived on Jones 

Creek at that time remembers 
the family well.

SCHOOL VISITS 


By Bernard E. Whitt 

Our couniry's greatest resources 
are its children, youth and adults 
who in the modem changing and 
advancing world must never stop 
learning. 

The United States of today 
must face the problem of malting 
good democracy and to give lead¬ 
ership to the liberty loving peo¬ 
ple everywhere in the world or 
lose our own freedom. 

Great responsibility rests upon 
teachers and school officials to 
promote a service and leadership 
to a program of education. 

A program of supervision is in¬ 
tended to help teachers do a bet¬ 
ter job and to improve their own 
teaching. Visits to the classrooms 
and to the one room school en¬ 
courages the teacher and the chil¬ 
dren. The presence of a super¬ 
visor, the county superintendent 
or parents -n the classroom is the 
best evidence to the teacher and 
children that others are con¬ 
cerned about their success and 
gives 'them encouragement and 
promotes interest in their school 
work. 

Some few days ago I visited a 
school where 23 children were 
present. We began talking about 
story books and the bookmobile. 
Many of the children had read 
from a dozen to two dozen books. 
1 asked them to tell me some¬ 
thing of a book they had read 
and to tell .the story. It was 
amazing how much they could 
tell me about the book. It de¬ 
veloped expression and English 
and was a wealth of information 
Stored in their minds. I told them 
the story of the “Man Without A 
Country.” How a young man 
brought to trial for treason cursed 
his country and wished he might 
never hear it mentioned again 
and how he was sentenced to have 
his wish fulfilled. How the sen¬ 
tence was carried out and how 
he suffered and regretted it. The 
children grasped the moral of 
the story. They reasoned that it 
does not pay to do crimes and 
violate the laws of their country. 
They wanted to get the bock and 
read it themselves. 

■« Another thing we stress is att¬ 
endance. Children are asked how 
many have perfect attendance 
and their names are carried in the 
paper. 

Often visits to the homes and a 
talk with the parents help to un¬ 
derstand why children are absent 
and wherever possible if the 
echool officials can do something 
to help the child in school it is 
done. 

Effective public education re¬ 
quires efficient schools for every 
child. Education for rural children 
should oe as g>)d ns that in 
large cities and prepare the child¬ 
ren to meet the ever changing 
world wherev er they go.
